Churches Unite in Relief of War Sufferers 


As the spectre of war again haunts both 
Europe and Asia, Christians of America are ask- 
ing, What can we do about it? Conflicting 
voices are heard in reply. Some would summon 
us to a boycott of Japan as our condemnation 
of an aggressor nation. But one wonders 
whether the actual result of such a procedure 
would not be to strengthen the hold of the mili- 
tarist leaders of Japan upon the people. At the 
other extreme are those who insist on the imme- 
diate invocation of our neutrality legislation as 
a means of guarding against American involve- 
ment in the conflict. But one cannot avoid the 
misgiving that such a step would work to the 
advantage of the aggressor. Neither proposal 
commands sufficiently widespread assent among 


Christians to make it possible for it to be the 
policy of the American Church as a whole. Per- 
haps we have to admit that an adequate answer 
to the perplexing question is beyond our present 
wisdom. 

There is, however, one thing which we can all 
agree is both the duty and the opportunity of 
Christians. That is to identify ourselves in ac- 
tive sympathy with those who are suffering in- 
nocently from the ravages of war. This may not 
be our whole duty as Christians, but it is cer- 
tainly part of it, and it is something which we 
can do unitedly and now. We can demonstrate, 
not by words but by deeds, that Christians really 
care about the anguish and the pain which war 
inflicts. By a generous and even sacrificial act 
of love for the suffering we can bear witness to 
the fact that Christ’s spirit of reconciliation and 
goodwill is alive in a war-mad world. And what 
more appropriate time could there be for such 
a testimony than the approaching season when 
we commemorate the birth of our Lord and the 
divine prophecy of ‘Peace on Earth’? 

The Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America is therefore issuing a special 
Christmas appeal to all congregations in behalf 
of those who are suffering most from the na- 
tional and racial antagonisms that are rampant 
today. Three destitute groups are to benefit 
from the fund that will thus be raised. First, the 
hundreds of thousands of civilian Chinese who 
have been driven from their homes by the in- 
vasion of their territory. Second, the hungry 
children on both sides of the line of the pro- 
tracted civil war in Spain. Third, the Christian 
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Gerrnan refugees who are victims of the cruel 
laws against all ‘‘non-Aryans” and who are clas- 
sified as ‘‘non-Aryans”’ if they have even a Jew- 
ish grandfather’s blood in their veins. 

Here are three great groups of sufferers whom 
every Christian impulse bids us to succor. For 
the Chinese a few denominational relief appeals 
have been projected. For the Spanish children, 
the American Friends Service Committee 
(Quaker) has been raising such funds as it can, 
and administering them impartially to children 
who suffer equally whether their parents are 
Loyalists or Nationalists. For the Jewish 
refugees from Germany our Jewish fellow-citi- 
zens have been caring with characteristic gener- 
osity and more recently the American Commit- 
tee for Christian German Refugees has been 
soliciting help for Christians. But none of these 
appeals is receiving more than a tiny fraction 
of the support that the need demands. 

We believe that the churches of the nation 
will welcome the opportunity to make an offer- 
ing not for one of the three groups alone but for 
all. It is for the purpose of reinforcing all of 
the existing appeals and launching a more wide- 
spread effort in behalf of the stricken Chinese 
that the Federal Council of Churches is making 
a united Christmas appeal. Of course you will 
want the name and address of the Treasurer.

We urge an outpouring of sympathy and 
practical helpfulness so generous that it will be 
a convincing testimony of Christian love in a 
world at war. 


Prospects for World Council of Churches 


In both Canada and the United States the 
proposal for a World Council of Churches, as 
submitted by the Oxford Conference on Life and 
Work and the Edinburgh Conference on Faith 
and Order last summer, is already receiving a 
response which is even more cordial and wide- 
spread than had been anticipated. The Trien- 
nial Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, the first ecclesiastical body to meet since 
the plan was outlined, voted a virtually unani- 
mous approval. The International Convention 
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of the Disciples of Christ, a fortnight later, en 
dorsed the movement enthusiastically. The 
Church of England in Canada displayed thi 
same keen interest and gave its endorsement 
All indications point to a similar attitude iz 
other great bodies of North American Chris 
tianity. | 

On the other side of the Atlantic the response 
is less clear. Dr. Adolf Keller of Geneva, nov 
in this country participating in the Nationa 
Preaching Mission, reports that the first reac 
tions on the Continent of Europe, both to th 
conferences of the summer and to the proposa 
for the World Council of Churches, disclose ; 
measure of criticism and uncertainty. It is t 
be hoped that as the movement comes to be bet 
ter understood, its profound significance for the 
future world-wide unity of the Church of Chris 
will be fully appreciated. Probably the testing 
time will occur at the Provisional Conference 
which has been summoned to meet in Hollane 
next May, and to which the churches of thi 
world have been invited to send sixty of thei 
trusted representatives for the purpose of draft 
ing a constitution for submission to the churche: 
for their official ratification. 

Meanwhile, in our own country at least, th 
interest in the “ecumenical movement”—as tht 
combined outreach of the Oxford and the Edin 
burgh conferences is coming to be called—is no 
only unabated but is growing in power. Fifteet 
thousand copies of the Oxford reports have al 
ready been sold during the five weeks since the} 
came from press. Local parishes are seizing up 
on the reports as the basis for a program 0 
adult education on the relation of the Church t 
the contemporary world. In some cases the} 
have inaugurated “‘little Oxfords,” covering fron 
four to six or more sessions. In Evanston, IIL. 
a city-wide ‘‘Conference on Christian Faith ant 
Life” (uniting the Oxford and the Edinburgl 
emphases) is being held to which the parishe 
of all denominations are invited to send dele 
gates. In New York an “Oxford” for the metro 
politan area is being planned. In Connecticut : 
state-wide “Oxford” is receiving consideration 
An “ecumenical mind” is apparently comin; 
into being which is the necessary foundation fo 
an ecumenical Church. 
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Robert E. Speer: Servant 
of the Whole Church 


The retirement of Dr. Robert E. Speer from : 


active service as senior secretary of the Presby- 
terian Board of Foreign Missions, coincident 
with the centennial celebration of the Board, 
was marked by a national radio message in 
which he interpreted the significance of the mis- 
sionary movement. Nearly seventy broadcast- 
ing stations united in carrying his voice to every 
corner of the country. It was one of the largest 
networks ever afforded to a distinctively reli- 
gious presentation and we know of no voice 
which more fully merited such an audience. 

Dr. Speer’s service is one which has known no 
denominational bounds. Next to his missionary 
passion has been his passion for Christian unity. 
During four critical years, immediately follow- 
ing the collapse of the Interchurch World Move- 
ment, he was president of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America and no 
one has ever been a more trusted interdenomina- 
tional leader. His rugged Christian character, 
his triumphant faith even in the face of great 
personal suffering, his devotion to Christ and His 
world-wide cause, and his gracious and recon- 
ciling spirit have given him an influence as wide 
as the whole Church. 

While Dr. Speer has retired from administra- 
tive responsibilities, he has not—we rejoice to 
say—tetired from active service and leadership. 
More important, he has not retired from exercis- 
ing the influence of his Christ-like personality. 
From such influence there is no retirement! 


The Church and Society 


In several European countries today the 
burning question for the Church is, How can it 
maintain its own freedom against encroachment 
by the State? In America the question is, How 
can the Church influence and guide the life of 
society and the State? Unless we can answer the 
American question now, we may have to face the 
European question later. 

The ultimate issue concerns our whole con- 
ception of the nature of the Church. If, as 

Christians of insight believe, the Church is not 
merely an aspect of human culture but the bear- 
er of a Divine Word which it must declare to all 
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men, something of immense consequence fol- 
lows for its relation to the community and the 
State. Its function, then, is not merely to ex- 
press the ideals of a particular nation or a par- 
ticular generation. Its function is rather to 
challenge the cherished ideas of any generation 
or culture that does not order its life according 
to the Christian understanding of man and of 
society. We need to be reminded that the rea- 
son why the Church in Germany has been the 
only institution to resist the attempts to coerce 
it into conformity with the demands of a totali- 
tarian State is because it has known that the 
ultimate source of its life is not in a racial or na- 
tional culture but in a supernatural world. 

The Church, as witness to a Kingdom of God 
existent in the Timeless, must judge every tem- 
poral community by the mind of Christ. The 
Church must, of course, enter into the life of the 
community, otherwise it would have no appeal 
to the community and could not even be under- 
stood by it. But it must not become so identified 
with the community as to lose its distinctive wit- 
ness. Hence tension and conflict are to be ex- 
pected. 

No thoughtful student of modern civilization 
can maintain that there is a vital unity between 
it and the Christian faith. The reliance on brute 
force, the exploitation of weaker races, the ex- 
aggerated emphasis on the acquisitive impulse, 
the vast disparity between luxury for some and 
poverty for many, the whole interpretation of 
life in merely secular terms, all these forbid us 
to think of our civilization as in basic harmony 
with the Christian conception of life. 

That the actual churches as we see them about 
us are far from being truly the kind of Church 
of which we have spoken must be frankly ad- 
mitted. Too often they make such a comforta- 
ble compromise with the world that they are not 
conscious of any tension. The object of our de- 
votion, however, is not the churches as they are, 
but the Church which is the body of Christ. We 
cannot be content to think of the Church as sim- 
ply a religious club whose character is whatever 
its members make it. Such a view overlooks the 
central fact—a fact that needs a new emphasis 
today—that the Church is the Church of Christ 
and not merely of men.

A Christian Witness to a War-lorn World 


United Appeal for the Suffering in China and Spain and German Refugees 


pathy the Federal Council of the Churches of 

Christ in America is inviting local churches of 
all communions in all parts of the country to participate 
at Christmas time in a special effort for the relief of 
those who are suffering most from the national and racial 
antagonisms in the world today. Three groups are to 
benefit by the appeal: civilian sufferers in China, the 
children on both sides of the line in Spain, and Christian 
German refugees. 

A Sponsoring Committee, headed by Dr. John R. 
Mott as Chairman and including officials of the major 
denominations as well as trusted lay men and women, 
has been created to commend and further the appeal. 

A brochure has been prepared setting forth the needs 
of the three groups of sufferers and this is being mailed 
to all local pastors with the request that they codperate 
in the plan by offering their people an opportunity to 
contribute either on the Sunday preceding Christmas or 
at some other time in the month if other plans interfere 
with the appeal on December 19. 

The appeal is designed to reinforce and in no way to 
compete with the various relief appeals which are being 
made in several denominations for the suffering either in 
China or in Spain. Any congregation which desires to do 
so may designate its contribution to go through its own 
denominational channels. Designation is also permitted 
for any one of the three causes. Undesignated gifts will 
be distributed in proportion to need. 

The money which comes to the Federal Council of 
Churches in response to the appeal will be turned over 
to the most responsible agencies working in each area of 
need for administration. The money given for China 
will be placed at the disposal of those Christian agencies 
in China, including missionary hospitals, which are nom- 
inated through the Foreign Missions Conference of North 
America. The gifts for Spain will be administered by 
the American Friends Service Committee (Quaker) 
which is already working among the needy children of 
both the Loyalist and the Nationalist parties in Spain. 
_ The contributions for the German refugees will be chan- 

neled through the American Committee for Christian 
German Refugees for the aid of the “non-Aryan” Chris- 
tians who have been impoverished and forced to leave 
their homes. 

The Treasurer of the fund, to whom all checks should 
be sent, is Mr. Sidney D. Gamble, 297 Fourth Ave., 
New York. Mr. Gamble, a member of the Cincinnati 
family of that name which is widely known wherever 
Ivory soap is sold, was himself for several years in 
Christian service in China. 

In addition to Dr. Mott, the Sponsoring Committee 
includes Rt. Rev. Henry St. George Tucker (Episcopal), 
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Dr. William Hiram Foulkes (Presbyterian), Dr. Earle 
V. Pierce (Northern Baptist), President George W. 
Richards (Evangelical and Reformed), Bishop Edwin 
H. Hughes (Methodist Episcopal), Professor Rufus M. 
Jones (Quaker), Dr. P. O. Bersell (Lutheran), Dean 
Frederick D. Kershner (Disciples of Christ), Dr. Ivan 
Lee Holt (Methodist Episcopal, South), Bishop Paul de 
Schweinitz (Moravian), Rt. Rev. Peter Bryce (United 
Church of Canada), President Albert W. Palmer (Con- 
gregational), President Walter L. Lingle (Southern 
Presbyterian), President Wynand Wichers (Reformed in 
America), Dr. James H. Straughn (Methodist Protest- 
ant), Dr. A. R. Robinson (United Presbyterian), Bishop 
John S. Stamm (Evangelical). Outstanding lay men 
and women are also associated with them, like Charles

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Being A Christian Today

(Part of an address at Montreal on June 24, 1937, before the General 
Council of the Reformed Churches Holding the Presbyterian System) 


E cannot deny that there is today a general 

\) \ loosening of moral sanctions as an earlier gen- 

eration understood them. Our fathers had 
certain props to conventional ethics, such as the tradi- 
tion of church attendance, of Sabbath observance and of 
Bible reading. Today these are weakened, though I am 
glad to think that in Canada they still exist, more perhaps 
than at home. But we cannot shut our eyes to the fact 
that there is a good deal of moral anarchy abroad, and 
that the social discipline, which insisted upon a certain 
standard of conduct, has been gravely weakened. No one 
can study modern literature and modern art without be- 
ing conscious of this disintegration. The tendency is one 
with which we can have no parley. In Mr. Baldwin’s 
words, “To elevate every desire, however obscene, into a 
good, because it is desired, may be the way of all flesh 
but it is not the way of the Cross.” 

Moral codes need revision and adjustment just as 
much as intellectual codes. If we look back on history 
we will find them constantly changing. Three hundred 
years ago witch-hunting and intolerance were considered 
to be outward proofs of devotion. One hundred and fifty 
years ago slave-owning was not held to be inconsistent 
with godliness. We have to examine problems honestly 
and reject embargoes and prohibitions which have be- 
come meaningless. But at the same time we have a solemn 
duty to insist upon the need for moral discipline—that 
broad, rational, humane discipline which is the teaching 
of Christ. 

What we need is a new and wiser puritanism. We are 
offered today many other versions of the pilgrims’ prog- 
ress, promises of Utopias in the future where life shall 
be rationalized, scientific and padded with every material 
comfort. I cannot find in them much satisfaction for 
the immortal part of man. Those glossy millenniums 
are infinitely remote from the realities of life. They offer 
no comfort, no way of escape, to struggling humanity, 
with its load of sickness and sorrow and sin. They 
seem to me to be sadly like a new Vanity Fair, with Mr. 
Talkative as the chief figure on the town council. 

We need a quickened sense of sin; we need a pro- 
founder realization of the majesty and purity of God, 
that realization which was the support of Oliver Crom- 
well in his difficult life. I cannot but feel that the chaos 
of the world in recent years is bringing about this revival. 
We are less inclined to be at ease in Zion. Our watch- 
word should be those words of Cotton Mather about a 
famous New England Puritan, “The character of his 
daily conversation was a trembling walk with God.” 

Our business is not only with eternity but with time, 


to build up on earth the Kingdom of God, to enable men 
to live worthily and not merely to die in hope. There 
have been periods in our history when what is called 
“other-worldliness” was carried too far in the Church’s 
life. That was not the fault of our greatest men. Thom- 
as Chalmers, for example, in Scotland in the last century, 
desired to apply the spirit of the Evangel to the whole 
economy of the land. But unhappily his breadth of 
view was not common. In the early days of Victoria, 
in Scotland, there was much reality in religious life, as 
is shown by a great episode of self-sacrifice like the Dis- 
ruption, which led to the foundation of the Free Church. 
Yet it is a significant fact that at that very time Scotland 
was suffering from what we call the “industrial revolu- 
tion” in its worst form. The balance of town and coun- 
try was wholly upset and one-half of the population was 
crowded into the valley of a single river. The Scottish 
Midlands became a hive of industry, villages grew into 
towns, towns into cities and cities into sprawling wens. 
There was no foresight, no conscience; and men who on 
the Sabbath day were props of their kirks were blindly 
busy all the week in activities which took hope and sun- 
light out of human life. The housing conditions thus 
created were among the most hideous in the world. Men 
and women were herded into insanitary new barracks, or 
into the old overcrowded tenements of Glasgow and Edin- 
burgh, and today a Scottish slum is one of the grimmest 
sights in Europe. The result was sickly children and 
stunted men and women. That is an example of what 
happens when the Church is too concerned with its own 
affairs and forgets its duty to the world around it. 

We dare not give our Christian faith any narrow 
political or economic interpretation. The Gospel is con- 
cerned primarily with spiritual redemption, not with 
social reform, and those who draw from it any special 
political creed do violence to its majesty. We have a 
right to demand the Christian spirit in politics but we 
have no right to call this or that creed specifically Chris- 
tian, Christ, as Dean Inge has truly said, did not teach 
that wealth was badly distributed but that it was over- 
valued. He called the rich man not a knave, but a fool. 
To paint the Founder of our faith in colors drawn from 
our own personal preferences is a danger to which we 
are all prone and one against which we must jealously 
guard. 

At the same time, while it is wrong to pin Christianity 
down to any social formula, it is most necessary that the 
Christian spirit should inter-penetrate our public life. 
We have a responsibility to our fellows as members of 
society, and that responsibility is quickened and enlarged 
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by our Christian duty. In the past there has been a 
tendency among many of the best men to withdraw them- 
selves from the turmoil of common life into a world of 
their own, a world of mystic contemplation. Today 
there is, perhaps, less danger of that fault. It is fair to 
say that it has been the greatest religious leaders, men 
like John Wesley and Thomas Chalmers, who have been 
most insistent upon the practical duty to society of the 
spiritually minded. They never held that a belief in the 
Kingdom of God permitted them to shirk any of the 
prosaic duties of the natural man, and the greatest found 
the true realization of the Divine Will not in mystic con- 
templation but in the effort to see that that Will was 
done upon earth as it is in Heaven. 

There is a famous passage in Plato’s Republic which 
is well worth recalling today. In Book VII Socrates 
discusses the relation between the life of contemplation 
and that practical business of politics which he calls the 
Cave. Philosophers, he says, must return to the task of 
governing. They must realize that it is a duty which 
they owe to their city for the opportunity which it has 
given them to become philosophers. No doubt it will be 
hard to leave the clear air of ideas for the darkness of 
the Cave; but they must, if they are right-thinking men. 
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It is an interesting passage, for in it the philosopher is 
enjoined to surrender a better life for a worse life. 
Socrates says that the rulers must be philosophers re- 
turning consciously to the Cave. That is to say, they 
must be men who have already known a better life than 
the life of the world. Here you have a clear foreshad- 
owing of the Christian doctrine. It is the duty of those 
who have visions of a higher life not to stand aloof from — 
the workaday world, but to take an honest part in its 
affairs. They will, says Socrates, be all the more effective 
if to the dimness of the Cave they bring the memory of 
the luminous upper air. 

There is one problem in public life in which it seems 
to me the Church of Christ has a clear mission. Today 
there is universal danger of a kind of state-idolatry es- 
tablishing a tyranny over the human soul. It may be a 
mere blurring and crushing of the personality by a pon- 
derous mechanism, or it may be a definite policy aimed at 
killing free speech, free thought and all the appurten- 
ances of liberty. Here the duty of the Church is beyond 
doubt. The Gospel of Christ is, above all things, a 
Gospel of freedom, and it is the Church’s duty to testify 
at all times against anything that will cramp and confine 
the human spirit.

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Preaching Mission Still Sees Rising Tide 


National Preaching Mission as it swings on its 

way through its autumn schedule. In prepa- 
ration, response and effectiveness the Missions are equal 
to those of last year, particularly in the cities most re- 
cently visited. 

The Mission has just completed its four days in Tulsa, 
Okla., and has gone on to Wichita, Kans. The prelim- 
inary reports from Tulsa indicate that the opening mass 
meeting in the Coliseum brought together from four to 
five thousand people. The youth meeting on the same 
day had an attendance of nearly fifteen hundred. 

Enthusiastic word’ comes regarding the Shreveport 
(La.) Mission which preceded that of Tulsa and made 
a deep impression on the surrounding country, A tele- 
gram from Dr. M. E. Dodd, the Chairman of the Shreve- 

port Committee, gives this eloquent testimony: “All pas- 
tors reported greatest services of year in their churches 
this morning. Nothing has ever so moved Shreveport.” 
‘One hundred meetings were held with an aggregate at- 
tendance of more than twenty-five thousand. The news- 
papers gave generous space in preparing for and re- 
porting the Mission—even including front-page head- 
lines—in a manner seldom equaled in any of the cities. 

Richmond, Va., where the Mission was held before go- 
ing to Shreveport, had four days which will long be 
remembered. Here the record attendance for women’s 
meetings was registered when twenty-five hundred 
women gathered each morning for three successive days. 
The mass meetings filled the Mosque each evening to its 
capacity of five thousand. On Sunday afternoon it was 
necessary to have an overflow meeting in Grace and 
Holy Trinity Church at which nearly one thousand were 
present. A feature of the Richmond Mission was the 
State-wide Youth Conference, which was arranged for 
the week-end of the Mission. Its program was integrated 
with that of the Mission, and the Missioners were used 
in many of the meetings. This brought together about 
six hundred young people from all over the state who 
both gave to and received from the Mission. The edu- 
cational seminars met with an excellent response, having 
an average daily attendance during the three days of 
nine hundred. The other activities were equally out- 
standing. 


(F Baionat Bs reports continue to come from the 
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In Cincinnati, the Mission met with vigorous compe- 
tition from the municipal election, which came on the 
third day of the Mission. A keen contest was on, 
which absorbed the interest of many people who would 
otherwise have devoted themselves to the Mission. In 
spite of this handicap, Cincinnati registered an aggre- 
gate attendance of about twenty-seven thousand people 
with vigorous interest in the whole program. Careful 
observers in Cincinnati even say that the Preaching 
Mission was the greatest cooperative event since the or- 
ganization of the Federation of Churches twenty-three 
years ago. 

The Mission in Charleston, W. Va., encountered han- 
dicaps due to floods after three days of steady rain, which 
resulted in three of the five main roads into the city be- 
ing blocked. In spite of this difficulty, the Missioners 
and the local committee carried the program through 
successfully. Fine support was given by the daily 
papers and the community felt the power of the Mission. 
The following is from a letter received after the Mission 
closed, “While it is too early to evaluate the Mission 
here, it is not too soon to say that it is an outstanding 
spiritual experience for all of us, and will doubtless lift 
the work in the state as nothing else has done for many 
a year.” 

A significant feature of the Mission schedule during 
these weeks has been the interest manifested by public 
officials. In Albany, N. Y., a luncheon was sponsored by 
Governor Lehman and Mayor Thatcher. in Richmond, 
a similar luncheon was held with Governor-elect Price 
presiding and a notable group of public officials present, 
including Governor Peery. In most of the Mission 
cities the Mayor and others have shown interest; and in 
some cases an official appeal has been made for the sup- 
port of the Mission. 

The experience of these Missions in 1937 fully justifies 
the determination to continue after the notable days of 
1936 and complete the task of reaching the entire coun- 
try. When the present schedule is completed, every part 
of the United States, except for areas in the vicinity of 
the Dakotas and New Mexico, will have been directly 
touched, if it is assumed that the influence of the Mis- 
sion reaches out in a radius of two hundred miles from 
each of the great centers visited.

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Schools in Christian Living Marked Success 


REMARKABLE series of Schools in Christian 
A Living, or “Teaching Missions” was conducted 

in October and November in the Pacific North- 
west under the leadership of Dr. Harry C. Munro of the 
International Council of Religious Education. A team of 
speakers and “resource leaders” stopped for three-day 
schools in Walla Walla, Spokane, Seattle, and Vancouver. 
Part of the team also went to Portland, Ore. Seminars 
were conducted in each place—morning, afternoon and 
evening—on each of four subjects: (1) the Church and 
Its Program, including personal evangelism, worship, 
leadership training, church finance; (2) Christian Family 
Life, including parent education, the relation of home 
and church influences affecting the home, laying founda- 
tions of successful marriage; (3) Community Issues Call- 
ing for Action, including labor relations, consumers’ co- 


operatives, youth action, the liquor problem, interracial 


problems, and codrdinating character-building forces in 
the community; (4) Mission of the Church in the Mod- 
ern World, including home and foreign missions and in- 
ternational relations, world peace, comity and church 
planning. Trips were made by members of the Section 
on economic and industrial seminars in a number of cities 
to see consumers’ cooperatives, employment offices and 
poor housing, or jungle-towns of transients and unem- 
ployed men. The findings of each Section related speci- 
fically to suggestions for on-going programs. 
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The team included three secretaries of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in America, Dr, Le- 
land Foster Wood, Secretary of the Committee on Mar- 
riage and the Home; Dr. Roswell P. Barnes, Associate 
Secretary of the Department of International Justice and 
Goodwill, and Rev. James Myers, Industrial Secretary 
of the Federal Council. Among other national speakers 
and resource leaders were Dr. Edward P. Westphal, 
Director of Adult Education and Men’s Work of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A.; Dr. D. R. Kurtz, 
pastor of the Church of the Brethren, La Verne, Calif.; 
Rev. Martin Harvey, Director Christian Education of 
Youth, A. M. E, Zion Church; Dr. E. J. Anderson, Pres- 
ident of Linfield College; Dr. Frederick A. Agar, secre- 
tary of the Department of Stewardship and Church 
Efficiency, Northern Baptist Convention; Dr. Eric 
Thompson, specialist on migrant labor problems, repre- 
senting the Council of Women for Home Missions, and 
Rev. John W. Thomas, of the Department of Cities, 
American Baptist Home Missionary Society. 

The Councils of Churches and Christian Education in 
Spokane, Portland, and Seattle and the Ministerial Asso- 
ciations in Walla Walla and Vancouver, B. C., all did 
effective work in setting up the Schools. There was gen- 
eral agreement that the Schools contributed in a very 
significant way to helping to build effective programs of 
the churches in all the communities. 
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International Convention of Religious Education 


HE quadrennial convention of the International 
i Council of Religious Education is to be held in 
Columbus, Ohio, June 28 to July 3, 1938. The 
theme of the gathering will be “The Christian Challenge 
to the Modern World.” The program takes its start 
from the fact that the world and its standards have 
challenged the teaching of Christianity but proceeds upon 
the assumption that the really great challenge is that 
which Christianity presents to the world today. Suc- 
cessive addresses, seminars and sectional meetings will 
develop various aspects of the Christian message to the 
world and the responsibilities of the Christian Church. 
An announcement concerning plans, made by Rev. 
Merle M. English, Chairman of the Convention Com- 
mittee, calls attention not only to the great importance 
of the mass meetings but also to the group conferences 
which will give opportunity for more extended periods 
of study of some of the most vital issues. There will 
also be substantial provisions for pageantry, visual edu- 
cation and exhibits. 


For use by local groups of young people and adults 
who are interested in studying in advance the major 
questions which will come before the Columbus con- 
vention, a 32-page pamphlet has been prepared entitled, 
“Christianizing Your Community.” It is a suggestive 
guide for exploring the responsibilities of the local 
church. Among the subjects which are analyzed and 
concerning which concrete questions are raised for dis- 
cussion are: personal Christian living, health conditions, 
the use of alcohol, race relations, world peace, family life, 
crime and delinquency, economic problems and motion 
pictures. Copies of the pamphlet may be had for 10 
cents each with special discounts for quantity orders. 

The Federal Council of Churches and other interde- 
nominational agencies are collaborating with the Interna- 
tional Council of Religious Education in making the con- 
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vention a great rallying of the Christian forces of the 
nation.

While this American convention is being arranged, 
preliminary plans are also being made for the great. 
World’s Sunday School Convention which is to be held in 
Durban, South Africa, July 22-28, 1940. 


Christian Unity on the Canal Zone 

The Canal Zone is one of the areas in which the prac- 
tice of Christian unity has advanced far beyond that 
which prevails in most communities. As the result of 
the far-seeing plans made years ago when the building of 
the first Protestant churches on the Canal Zone was 
being considered, the development of the church life has 
taken place on an almost unique plan. At the request 
of the boards of home missions which made contributions 
for the erection of the churches on the Zone the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in America assumed 
title to the properties, holding them in trust for the co- 
operating churches. The Union Church of the Canal 
Zone thus came into being, one organization with a con- 
gregation in each of the major communities of the Zone— 
Balboa, Cristobal, Gatun and Pedro Miguel. The total 
membership of the Union Church today is 865; the 
Sunday School has an enrollment of 1470. The church 
is entirely self-supporting so far as the maintenance of 
the current work is concerned. 

Since 1920 under this plan edifices for united worship 
and service have been erected in Cristobal, Balboa and 
Gatun. A fourth such edifice has recently been com- 
pleted at Pedro Miguel, and Dr. Roy B. Guild, Secretary - 
of the Federal Council’s Committee on Religious Work 
on the Canal Zone, is expected to share in the dedication 
of the new building during the coming winter.

Ministers Rouse City 
to Tavern Evil 


The ability of the ministers of a city, 
when aroused in united action, to influence 
public opinion and effect needed reform, 
has been recently illustrated in Milwaukee. 
About six months ago the Ministerial Asso- 
ciation of the city appointed a committee 
to investigate the conditions in the tavern 
and night life. Their report has arrested 
the attention of the entire city. Already 
one step toward improving conditions has 
been made in an action of the City Council 
which will close all taverns from 1 A.M. 
to 8 A.M. 

The Committee of the Ministerial Asso- 
ciation, with Rev. R. H. Ewing as chair- 
man and’ Rev. Frank M. Sheldon as 
secretary, had made a careful survey of 
the city and was able to point out that it 
was overrun with taverns, having one for 
each 280 persons in the city’s population, 
with the result that the taverns were sub- 
jecting one another to an intense competi- 
‘tion for sales. The Committee discovered 
that young people of sixteen and seventeen 
years of age were drinking in taverns; that, 
contrary to the law, hard liquor was being 
sold to those under eighteen years of age; 
that in one place which was investigated 
ten young women were drunk at one time. 

The report of the ministers recommended 
that the number of taverns should be re- 
duced from one to each 280 of the popula- 
tion to one to every 500 or 1000, and that 
the granting of licenses be put in the hands 
of a non-political commission. It urged the 
abolition of the practice of keeping taverns 
open all night, and also of the employment

Chicago Has Course on 
Religion and Psychiatry 


Under the auspices of a joint committee 
representing the Chicago Church Federa- 
tion and the Council of Social Agencies of 
that city, a series of four lectures have 
been held this fall on the theme, “Person- 
ality Problems Viewed in the Combined 
Light of Psychiatry and Religion.” At the 
first three sessions the material was pre- 
sented primarily from the standpoint of 
the psychiatrist. Dr. Conrad S. Sommer, 
Medical Director of the Illinois Society for 
Mental Hygiene, spoke on “Some Con- 
tributions of Psychiatry to an Under- 
standing of Human Behavior.” Dr. Harold 
B. Hanson, Psychiatrist for the Institute 
for Juvenile Research, discussed personal 
counseling, pointing out “some symptoms 
that are danger signals.” Dr. Thomas M. 
French of the Institute for Psychoanalysis 
discussed “Aspects of Psychoanalysis in 
Relation to Religion.” 

At the final session three ministers spoke 
on the theme, “After the Psychiatrist Has 
Done All That He Can.” Those who par- 
ticipated in this symposium were: Dr. 
Harold L. Bowman, of the First Presby- 
terian Church of Chicago; Dr. Albert 
Buckner Coe, of the First Congregational 
Church of Oak Park; and Professor Henry 
Nelson Wieman of the University of Chi- 
cago Divinity School. Three hundred and 
sixty-five persons registered for the course.

Likewise must she exist as 
congregation; she takes note of the boun- 
daries between the volk and so encor-. 
porates Herself without compromise to the 
full fellowship of faith that transcends 
these boundaries so as to keep in close touch

Mixing the Races in Hawaii 
By Siwney L. GuLick 


Hawaiian Board Book Rooms, Honolulu. 
Cloth $2.50, Paper $1.75 - 


This is an intensely interesting and 
highly informing study of the process of 
interracial mixing which is taking place in 
the unique human laboratory of Hawaii. 
It is written by an acknowledged scholar 
in the field of international affairs, and, 
more particularly, of Oriental problems. 
Born of missionary parents in the Marshall 
Islands, he spent his boyhood in Honolulu. 
After twenty-five years of distinguished 
service as a missionary in Japan and 
twenty years of equally distinguished lead- 
ership in the Federal Council of Churches, 
he is now living again in Honolulu, where 
he is bringing his exceptional knowledge 
and observation to bear upon the investi- 
gation of interracial relations. 

Here, as Dr. Gulick sees the situation, a 
thoroughly heterogeneous population is 
being transformed into a homogeneous 
people, speaking a common language 
(English), maintaining an effective demo- 
cratic government, holding common ideals 
and practicing the principle of racial 
equality. Nine different racial groups— 
Hawaiian (a branch of the Polynesian), 
Portuguese, other Caucasian, Chinese, Jap- 
anese, Korean, Filipino, Spanish and 
Puerto Rican—are actually growing to- 
gether, fusing biologically, giving birth to 
a new “race” distinctly American in its 
psychological, social, political, and moral 
characteristics. 

The notion that racial intermarriage 
always results in a biologically inferior 
people, Dr. Gulick concludes, is shattered 
by the Hawaiian experiment. Shattered 
also is the idea that social equality between 
white and darker peoples is an impossi- 
bility. The missionary influence is re- 
garded as a main factor in developing the 
widely-held assumption of racial equality 
in Hawaii. 

Dr. Gulick’s study abounds in graphs 
and tables setting forth the essential data 
concerning the various population groups, 
intermarriage, the children of mixed ances- 
try, education, economics, and religion. 
There is also a brief but comprehensive 
history of the Hawaiian people, the impact 
of Christianity on the Islands, and the 
development and achievements of Christian 
missions. The alleged fear of Japanese 
control is also discussed frankly and in a 
way calculated to disarm popular fears. 
More than forty photographs make the 
entire story vivid and colorful. 

Students of interracial problems, and all 
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who are interested in the past, present, or © 
future of the Hawaiian islands will be 
grateful to Dr. Gulick for this arresting 
volume.
